The 
grain crops in particular are better than 
have been seen in this county for many 
years. 

—Although the wheat is not turning 
out well in Coweta county, owing to 
the increased acreage a good crop will 
be made. 


—Small grain crops are unusually 
fine in Baldwin county. 

—In Sch:ey county the corn prospects 
are ey. a, and a larger 
area planted than usual. The cotton 
crop is growing rapidly and isin a good 
and healthy condition. Wheat and oat 
crops have been harvested without 
damage, and a larger quantity made in 
this county than any previous year 
since the war. Sugar cane, potatoes, 
peas, etc., have been extensively plant- 
ed, and: prospects are fair.

Thomas Hauck’s Views on the Sit- 


uation. 


Correspondence to the Constitution. 
WASHINGTON, June 13, 1876. 

It is exceedingly dullin and around 
the capital, and our members of con- 
gress look doleful and weary. The 
weather has been very oppressive of 
late, and that has strengthened the 
general desire on the part of the mem- 
bers to bring the session toaclose as 
soon as possible. From _ present ap- 
pearances that indefinite, and at'this 
time particularly indefinite, date is 
more likely tobe the first of August 
than the first ot July. Meanwhile 
many members of congress who desire 
re-election know that wire-pulling is in 
progress in their district in behalf of 
their would be successors, and yet are 
compelled to stand aloof. To desert 
their posts now would be serious, and 
it will be equally so,no doubt, if they 
are compelled to remain here until 
September. There apvears to be little 
choice between the horns of their dil- 


emma. Let us hope, however,that the 
truly good and deserving will have their 
calling and election made sure. 
BLAINE. 
As the telegraphic reports have in- 
formed you, the sudden illness of Mr. 
slaine created a decided sensation here. 
At first, some were uncharitable enough 
to suggest that it was a feigned indis- 
=, gotten up tosecure sympathy; 
ut that sentiment soon gave way to 
regret when the real state of the case 
became known, even on the part of 
those who declare themselves Mr. 
Blaine’s enemies. Certainly no south- 
ern man with any self respect could de- 
clare himself a friend of the ex-speak- 
er’s, but no one likes to see our enemy 
even stricken down in this way. There 
is a very general opinion here that Mr. 
Blaine’s condition has been represented 
in a more favorable light than the f cts 
warrant. There were, and still are, 
many who think the ex-speaker will 
never recover from this attack, though 
the bulletins of his physicians continue 
to be encouraging. The effect of this 
illness upon his political fortune is not 
muco discussed, for outside ot his de- 
voted followers few believe that he can 
receive the nomination at Cincinnati. 
But just on the eve of the meeting of 
the convention it is hardly werth 
while to speculate as to the action. 
BEATEN BRISTOW. 
lt is understood to be a settled thing 
that Bristow is to vacate the treasury 
department, soon after the Cincinnati 
convention, no matter who is nominat- 
ed. Practically he is to be kicked out, 
and he would not have been retained 
in the cabinet until now, had not 
Grant feared the effect, of. his dismissal] 
upon thecountry. Meanwhile Bristow 
has patiently endured a fearful amount 
of snubbing. The Grant republicans 
are very bitter against Bristow. They 
charge him with undermining and at- 
tenipting to destroy the republican par- 
ty to fu;ther his personal ambition, and 
their feelings extend beyond the of- 
fice-holders, and is so strong to preclude 
even the slightest probability of Bris- 
tow’s nomination at Cincinnati. 
Indeed, he seems to have few 
friends outside of what is left of the 
liberal republicans, and his journalistic 
allies have done him more harm than 
good. When Bristow steps down and 
out of office and his official career is 
calmly considered, it will be seen that 
he has been a vastly over-rated man. 
For this his own zealous newspaper 
friends are responsible. They fave 
sounded his horn altogether too loud- 


ly. 
: CONGRESSIONAL INFLUENCE. 

I notice the names of many congress- 
ional aspirants in the several districts, 
but do not see how the present Georgia 
delegation can be improved on. It 
takes a new member one term to quali- 
fy himselt for his duties here, and it is 
not until the second term that he is 
given a prominent or responsible place 
en the committees Take Col. 
Blount, for example. He is on the 
appropriations committee, where he 
can do and has done the state good ser- 
vice. Ifa new member is sent in his 
place, this position will be lost. So of 
Mr. Hill, whose prominence ensured 
him a place on the ways and means 
committee. Mr. Harris has the second 
place on the committee on agriculture, 
which heis well qualified to fill and 
where he can do good work. More- 
over, he is conceded to have made the 
best speech of the session. It is not 
worth while to go through che list. 
Suffice it to say that promotion goes 
with length of service, and influence is 
gained in the same way. Massachu- 
setts has had for years a potent voice 
inthe government by sending good 
men here and keeping them here. The 
south would find it greatly to her ad- 
vantage to do likewise. 

THE SAGE OF LIBERTY HALL. 

The news ofthe improvement of Hon. 
Alex. H. Stephens health has been re- 
ceived with much satisfaction by his 
many friends and admirers here, and it 
is hoped he may be able to resume his 
seat before the session closes If he 
regains his usual heath he will of course 
be re-elected this fall. In having a man 
of his ability, integrity and unobtrusive 
charities, Georgia honors herself.

In fact, the 
ConsTITuTION is upon the full tide of 
popular favor, and gives’ the 
most flattering promise of still 
increasing popularity and __ pros- 
perity. The reasons for this gratifying 
condition need not be mentioned. We 
shall simply assure our readers that 
our efforts shall have additional vigor 
from the success of the past, for which 
we feel most grateful to the people and 
press of Georgia, from whom we have 
received so much encouragement 
and support. We have con- 
fendly made large progress 
in the past twelve months and we feel 
confident that our columns will show 
an equal advance during the year upon 
which we haye entered. 

It is the custom of the paper, on the 
occasion of its anniversary, to tender 
to the newspaper men of Georgia 
an excursion. The original 
object in view was three-fold: 
first, the promotion of frater- 
nity and tte commor interests of 
journalism, among its members; sec- 
ondly, the development-of the various 
sections of our own state by personal 
inspection and publicity through the 
press; and thirdly, asan evidence, of 
the ConsTITUTION’s warm appreciation 
of the journalists of Georgia, who haye 
assisted it so materially in the achieve- 
ment of its present success and popu- 
larity. 

The success of these excursions in 1874 
and 1875, the marked effects both upon 
the people and members of the press, 
as well as the exceeding social pleasure 
ot the reunions, were so great that we 
determined upon making our anniver- 
sary excursion a permaneat policy. 
But as the plan we inaugurated was 
this year so successfully and happily 
followed up by our Savannah co- 
tempurary, so far at least 
as regards the social feature of the 
occasion; and as many otf our editorial 
brethren will probably derire to visit 
the Centennial, we had almost conclu- 
ded that perhaps it would be best to 
dispense with our excursion this year, 
though we had'been elaborating a sched- 
ule that for siglit seeingand a good time 
generally would far eclipse our previ- 
ous anniversaries. We have not aban- 
dond& the idea, but simply hold it in 
abeyance until we can ascertain what 
course will best suit the proposed 
movements of Georgia journalists. If 
we find that their convenience will ad- 
mit of anothir social re-union,some 
time during next month,we s all sound 
the toesin. 

To our readers and the people ‘we 
senda happy greeting, and* in return 
for their confidence we pledge con- 
tinued fidelity te their interesis and 
their rights. To the brethren of the 
press we promise still greater effort to 
advance the cause and honor of journ- 
alism, to observe its courtesies and 
amenities, and to promote harmony 
and good will among those who too 
often forget that want of respect to 
each other naturally begets the ill 
opinion and contempt of the public.

We 
pass by the inquiry, if such things 
can happen in Washington, and not 
only in Washington, but also in the 
very sanctuarv itself. We omit to mor- 
alize on the great sin, ot such abstrac- 
tion from anfillustrious patriot. We pass 
on to the dark suspicion that those 
“private letters” were the famous Mul- 
ligan: lteters, and if so this ter- 
rible suspicion shall prove 
correct, an alarming crisis will certain- 
ly be precipitated. The whole country 
willbe in arms. Shall a miserable 
pick-pocket be allowed to do that, 
which was forbidden a committee of an 
American congress? Shall that sacred 
private correspondence be polluted ty 
the touch of a sacriligious thief? It were 
horrid enough that any living man 
could be found so basely inhuman as 
to evince such utter disrespect to the 
great American defender of private 
rights even when prostrate from the 
exhaustion produced by his great de- 
fence and his equally greater anxiety to 
further his chances for presidential 
nomination. But to steal those letters! 
In the interest of peace we sincere- 
lv hope that the “private papers” will 
be other than the famous correspon- 
dence. This will save the country from 
a terrible and heartrending agtiation. 


THE CINCINNATI CONVENTION, 


We surrender much of cur available 
space this morning to telegrams and 
and press comments concerning the 
Cincinnati convention now in the 
throes of producing a presidential can- 
didate. The people are greatly inter- 
ested to know the result and are eager to 
ascertain the earliest news. We made 
every effort yesterday to procure the 
full and latest action of the convention 
throughout the session, but find this 
morning that the doubt expressed in 
the dispatches themselves in regard to 
the fact ofa ballot was correct. There 
was no balloting yesterday. The 
work done consisted of a‘l- 
mitting the Bristow delegation from 
Alabama, adopting a platform, ana 
making formal nominations of the va- 
rious aspirants. The platform was sub- 
mitted by the proper commit- 
tee through Hawley—Centennial 
Hawley—and adopted after some de- 
bate over the financial 
plank. It congratulates the 
republican party over the salvation of 
the country, and declares that the 
Union is a nation and not a league, 
that there must be speedy resumption 
ofspecie payments, that there must 
be no appropriations to secti- 
rian schools. The platform is 
highly moral in professions and must 
be read to be appreciated. It ‘‘depre- 
cates sectional strife,” if the telegraph 
does not lie; at any rate the telegraph 
or the platform most eyregious- 
ly lies, in the face of the recent 
course of both the radical press and 
leaders. But this plank is nobly sup- 
plemented by another, declaring Grant 
to be worthy of “continued gratitude 
for patriotism and service,” though we 
are left to conjecture whether reference 
is had to his appointment of Belknap 
and men like him, or other distinguish- 
ed acts of his administration. 

After the adoption of the platform, 
nominations were declared in order 
and were proceeded with in truly dra- 
matic, not to say, spread eagle style. 
The announcement of each name was 
greeted wilh great applause, after 
which the convention adjourned until 
this morning. It is idle to specu- 
late upon the _ chances. We 
will know better to-day either by the 
final result or by the indications of the 
ballottings. As fast as we receive the 
news, it shall be bulletined in front of 
the ConstiTuTION office, and all the 
telegrams to the latest hour will appear 
in the afternoon CoNnsTITUTION.

THE PLATFORM. 

CINCINNATI, June 15.—There was a 
minority report in the Alabama con- 
test. The vote on the adoption of the 
*minority report was yeas 354, nays 375. 
It was rejected. 

Hawley, of Connecticut, from the 
committee on resolutions reported. The 
report opened with congratulations on 
the part of the republican party, since 
under Providence it was the means of 
purging the country ot slavery and ¢és- 
tablishing a government by the people 
for the people; declared the United 
States is a nation, not a league, and the 
republican party is the defender of pop- 
ular government; proceeded to state in 
detail the duties of the party in the 
protection of our citizens every- 
where; to steady progress; to 
specie payment; (applause,) senators 
and representatives should not dictate 
appointments; fitness and capacity to 
be the passports to office and its main- 
tenance; unfaithful officers to be swiftly 
punished; recommend a constitutional 
amendment against appropriations for 
schools under sectarian control; (great 
upplause. The latter was re-read in re- 
sponse to loud calls and cheers); re- 
newed re-atlirmation of our opposition 
to further grants of lands for railroad 
purposes; asserts its duty to protect 
immigration; suggested a verv mode- 
rate resolution relative to an inquiry 
into the effect of Mongolian immigra- 
tion on moral and political grouncs, 
favored a respectful consideration of 
women’s claims to participate 
in the vovernment;  re-aflirmed 
the duty of suppre-sing 
polygamy; duty to soldiers recognized; 
deprecates sectional strife; arrsigned 
the democratic party asthe same in 
character and spirit now as when it 
sympathized with, and was allied to 
treason, and accused it fof being un- 
worthy and incapable; Grant deserves 
the continued gratitude of the people 
for his patriotism and service. 

The question was next stated to be 
on the financial resolution. 

Davis, of Texas, from the minority of 
the committee on resolutions, reported 
a substitute for the resolution deciar- 
ing distinctly there shall be 
vo further postponement of specie 
resumption to be beyond the date 
already fixed by law for such resump- 
tion. He thought the resolution of the 
committe too indefinite and in effect 
only remitted the question involved to 
the domain of promise. 

Hawley replied he thought that in de- 
claring the principles to govern a great 
party during four years, it was better to 
confine ourselyes to declaring the princi- 
ple without tying us down to the 
speciic details, but leaving the latter to 
be adjusted in accordance with events 
(applause.) Whea he said resumption 
at the earliest possible moment, he 
meant it (applause.) The substitute 
was voted down. 

The resolution reported was adopted 
and the whole platform was also adopt- 
ed. 


A MORE COMPLETE READING, 


The platform sets out with a histor 
of the party and statements of its duty 
to protect the rights of all people and 
the enforcement of the amendments. 

Third, the permanent pacification of 
the southern section of the union; the 
complete protection of all its citizens 
in the free enjovinent of all their 
rights are the duties to which the re- 
publican party is sacredly pledged (Ap- 
plause.)

Commercial pros- 
perity, public morals, and national 
credit demand that promise be fulfilled 
by a continuous and steady progress.

Seventh. It is the immediate duty 
of congress to fully investigate the ef- 
fect of the emigration andaimporta- 
tion of the Mongolians on moral and 
material interests of the country.

CONVENTION HISTORY. 

THE RECORD FROM WASHINGTON TO GRANT-—A 
TRANSCRIPS£ OF CURIOUS FACTS—THE BAL- 
LOTS OF A CENTURY. 

Philadelphia Times. 

Under a republican form of govern- 
ment the mode of nominating, as well 
asthe manner of electing, the chief 
officers of the nation are interesting to 
the people. Washington, owing to his 
exalted character and invaluable ser- 
vices to his country, was chosen first 
president under the constitution. He 
was re-elected by nearly a unanimous 
vote. During his administration the 
federal and republican pasties sprang 
into existence. On Washington’s re- 
tirement John Adams, of Massachu- 
setts, became by common consent the 
candid.te of the federal party for pres- 
ident, and Thomas Jefferson of the re- 
publican party. Adams was chosen 
president and Jefferson vice president, 
having the next highest number of 
votes. In the year 1800 acaucus of 
members of congress was held in Phil- 
adelphia, which nominated Thomas 
Jefferson for president and Aaron Burr 
for vice president. They were elected 
over John Adams and Charles C, Pinck- 
nev. Mr. Jefferson was renominated 
and re-elected in 1804,with George Clin- 
ton, of New York,as vice president,over 
Charles C. Pinckney and Rufus King. 
James Madison was nominated bya 
congressional caucus in January, 1808, 
and elected president by a large ma- 
jority. He was renominated in the 
same manner in 1812, In September 
of the same yeara convention repre- 
senting eleven states was held in New 
York, and nominated DeWitt Clinton. 
James Madison was re-elected. In 1816 
James Monroe was nominated by a 
congressional caucus, he receiving 65 
votes and W. H. Crawford 54. The 
federalists named Rufus King. Mr. 
Monroe was elected, and in 1820 was 
re-elected without opposition. In 1824 
the congressional caucus system was 
op by a ae portion of the re- 
pabticass rty. But sixty-six members 
responded to the calland they nomi- 
nated William H. Crawford for the 
presidency. Jackson, Clay and Adams 
were also nominated by various states, 
and there was no choice by the people. 
The house of representatives elected 
Jobn Quincy Adams. Immediately af- 
ter thiselection, Andrew Jackson was 
nominated by the legislature of Ten- 
nessee. This action was indorsed by 
the democratic party of the country, 
and he was elected in 1828 over Mr. 
Adams. 


THE FIRST CONVENTION. 


In 1830 the first political national 
convention in this country was held in 
Philadelphia. It wascalled the United 
States anti-Masonic convention.Francis 
Granger, of New York, presided. No 
business of importance was transacted, 
but the same convention met in Balti- 
more in 1832, and nominated William 


Wirt, of Maryland, for president. In 
May 1832, a democratic national con- 
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ities unfitted him for the position.. 


vention was held in Baltimore to name | 
a candidate for the vice presidency. 
Martin Van Baren, of New York, was 
selected. That ticket was elected. The 
national republican convention assem- 
bled in timore, December 12, 1831. 
James Barbour, of Virginia, presided. 
Henry Clay, 6f Kentucky, was unani- 
mously nominated for president and 
John Sergeant, of Pennsylvania, for 
vice president. In May, 1835, a demo- 
cratic national convention was held in 
Baltimore. Twenty-one, states were 
represented. Presivent, Hon. Andrew 
Stevenson, of Virginia. At this con- 
vention the two-thirds rule was adopt- 
ed. Martin Van Buren was unani- 
mously nominated for president, and 
Richard M. Johnson, of Kentucky, was 
chosen for vice president, receiying 178 
voles to 87 votes for William C. Rives, 
of Virginia. No platform was adopted 
by this convention. Gen. W. H.Har:i- 
son, of Ohio was the opposing candi- 
date to the democracy in 1836. He was 
nominated by a state convention in 
Pennsylvania and several other bodies. 
In 1839 a whig national convention was 
held in Harrisburg, Penn. James Bar- 
bour was the president. Gen. William 
H. Harrison was nominated for presi- 
denton the first ballot, receiving 148 
votes. John Tyler was selected as vice 
president. In December, 1839 a con- 
vention of abolitionists was held at 
Warsaw, N. Y. James G. Birney, of 
New York, was nominated for presi- 
dent, and Francis J. Lemoyne, of Penn- 
sylvania, for vice president. May 5, 
1840, a democratic national convention 
assembled in Baltimore. Mar.in Van 
Buren was unanimously renominated. 
No choice was made for vice president 
CLAY AND POLK. 


A whig national convention met in 
Baltimore on the first of Mav, 1844. 
Henry Clay, of Kentucky, was nomina- 
ted for president by acclamation. Vice 
president, T. Frelinghuysen, of New 
Jersey. On the 27th of the same month 
the democratic national convention met 
in the same city. The two-thirds rule 
was adopted, and after a session of three 
days James K. Polk, of Tennessee, was 
nominated for president, and Silas 
Wright, of New York, for vice presi- 
dent. Mr. Wright immediately declin- 
ed, and Hon. G. M. Dallas, of Pennsy]- 
vania, was selected to fill ]iis place. The 
ballotings tor president we re as follows: 
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Mr. Van Buren’s name was with- 
drawn after the eighth ball :t. The 
national convention of the liberty par- 
ty metin Buffalo, New York, on the 
30th of August, 1844. James A. Lirney, 
of Michigan, was unanimously nomina- 
ted for president, and Thomas Morris, 
of Uhio, for vice-president. 

TAYLOR AND CAS3. 

The whig national convention of 1848 
was held in Philadelphia. It began its 
session on the 7th of June and ended 
on the 10th, when Gen. Zachary Taylor 
was nominated for president and Mil- 
lard Fillmore for vice-president. 
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On the 22d of May, 1848, the demo- 
craiic national convention assembled at 
Baltimore. The two-third rule was 
adopted, and Gen. Lewis Cass selected 
as the candidate for the presidency on 
the fourth ballot. 
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The first ballot for vice president re- 
sulted in the choice of Gen. William 
O. Butler, of Kentucky. The free dem- 
ocratic convention assembled on the 
22d of June, 1848, at Utica, New York. 
Delegates from three states were pres- 
ent,and they placed in nomination 
Martin Van Buren for president and 
Henry Dodge for vice president. The 
laiter subsequently declined. On the 
8th of June of the same yeara similar 
convention was held in Buffalo. Sev- 
eu.teen states were represented by del- 
egates. The nominations made by 
this body were Martin Van Buren for 
president and Charles Francis Adams 
for vice president. 

THE LAST WHIG CONVENTION, 

The whig national convention of 1852 
assembled on the 16th of Junein Bal- 
timore, and was in session six deys. 
During that time fifty-three ballots were 
taken, commencing with 131 for Scott, 
133 for Fillmore and 29 for Webster, 
and continuing with very little varia- 
tion until the last, when Scott had 150, 
Fillmore 112 and Webster 21. On the 
Ist of the same month,in the same city, 
met the national convention of the 
demccratic party, which, on the forty- 
ninth ballot, selected General Franklin 
Pierce, of New Hampshire, as a can- 
didate for the presidency. The first 
ballot stood: Cass, 116; Buchanan, 93; 
Jouglas, 20; Marcy, Lane, 13; 
Houston, 8; Dodge, 3; Butler, 2; and 
Dickinson, 1. Cass rose to131 on the 
thirty-fifth ballot, when the name of 
Pierce was presented, and on the forty- 
ninth ballot the vote stood: Pierce,282; 
‘ass, 2; Buchanan, 2; Butler, 2. On 
the second ballot Hon. W. R. King, of 
Alabama, was nominated by acclama- 
tion for the vice presidency. ‘The free 
soil democracy held a national conven- 
tion at Pittsburg on the 11th of August, 
1852. John P. Hale, of New Hamp- 
shire, was named for the presidency, 
and George W. Julian, of Indiana, for 
vice president 

THE CONVENTIONS OF 1856. 


The first repuplican national conven- 
tion was held on the 17th of June,1856, 
in the city of Philadelphia. An infor- 
mal ballot resulted as followa: Fre- 
mont, 359; McLean, 196. Colonel John 
C. Fremont was therefore declared 
nominated. Upon the same ticket was 
placed William L. Dayton, of New Jer- 
sey, as vice president. The American 
national council met in Philadelphia, 
February 19, 1856, and nominated Hon 
Millard Fillmore for president, and 
Andrew Jackson Donaldson tor vice 
president. Cincinnati was the meet- 
ing place of the democratic convention 
of 1856. The delegates assemb!ed on 
the 2d of June, and cast seventeen bal- 
lots, as follows: 
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CHICAGO AND CHARLESTON. 


On the 16th of May, 1860, a republi- 
can national convention met at Chi- 
cago, lllinois. Delegates were in at- 
tendance from all the free states, and 
also Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, 
Kentucky, Missouri, Texas, the terri- 
tories of Kansas and Nebraska and the 
district of Columbia. Three ballots 
were taken for president, and on the 
last the following vote was cast: Lin- 


Bates, 22; McLean, 5; Dayton, 1; C. M. 
Clay, 1. This gave Lincoln 2314 votes, 
or within 23 of a nomination, when 
several delegations changed the ballots, 
and gave him 354 votes. Hannibal 
Hamlin was nominated for vice presi- 
dent. A convention of the constitu- 
tional union party convened in Balti- 
more on the 9th of May, and put in the 
field John Bell, of Tennessee, 
for presideat, and Edward Ever- 
ett, of Massachusetts, for vice 
president. The democratic national 
convention of 1860 met in Oharles- 
ton, South Carolina,on April 26. There 
were delegations present from all the 
states of the union. After a stormy 
debate upon a platform, a portion of 
the delegates left the convention, an! 
those that remained proceeded to »t |- 
lot. The first ballot stood; Douglass 
1454; Guthrie, 35, Hunter, 42; Dickin- 
son, 7; Johnson, 12; Lane, 6; Davis, 1}; 
Toucey, 24; Pierce, 1. The fifty-sey- 
enth ballot stood: Douglass, 1514; Guth- 
rie, 684; Hunter,16; Dickinson, 4. Lane, 
14; Davis, 3. The convention then ad- 
journed to meet in Baltimore on the 
18th of June. The meeting took place 
as ordered and the following ballots for 
president were recorded:

Stephen A. Douglass was declared 
the choice of the convention for presi- 
dent, and Benjamin Fitzpatrick, of Al- 
abama, was nominated for vice presi- 
dent. He subsequently declined, and 
Herschel V. Johnson, of Georgia, was 
put in his place. The delegates who 
withdrew from the ¢ harleston conven- 
tion immediately assembled in S’. An- 
drew’s hall in that city,and after adop- 
ting a series of resolutions adjourned to 
meet in Richmond, Va., on the second 
Mondsvio June. This body, after a 
number of meetings, finally indorsed 
the nomination of Breckinridge and 
Lane. On the 28th of June the dele- 
gates who did not participate in the 
nomination of Dougias and Johnson 
assembled in Baltimore and proceeded 
to ballot tor a candidate for president, 
and John C. Breckinridge, of Ken- 
— received the unanimous vote of 
the delegates present, being 105 from 
the twenty states represented. For 
vice president Gen, Joseph Lane. of 
Oregon, received the unanimous vote 
~ the convention (105) on the first bal- 
ot.

THE CONVENTIONS OF 1864. 

On the first of June, 1864, a conven- 
tion, under the name of the “radical 
democracy.” met at Cleveland, Oliio, 
and nominated John C. Fremont for 
president and General Cuchrane, of 
New York, for vice president. The re 
publican natioual convention assembled 
in Baltimore on the 27th of June 1864. 
Hon. William Dennison, of Ohio, was 
president. Abraham Lincoln was re- 
nominated on the first ballot by a unan- 
imous vote, with theexception of Mis- 
souri, which was cast forGrant. For 
vice president Andrew Johnson was 
nominated on the first ballot. The 
national democratic convention of 1864 
convened at Chicago on the 29th of Au- 
gust. ex-covernor Seymour, of New 
York, was appointed permanent chair- 
man. The vote was: For McClellan, 
2023; for Seymour, 234. Hon. ‘eo. H. 
Pendleton, of Ohio, was selected for 
vice president on the second ba:]ot. 

The republican national convention 
met at Chicago onthe 21st of May, 
1868. General Joseph R. Hawley, of 
Connecticut, was selecied as president 
of the body. A ballot was taken, and 
the president announced that 610 votes 
had beea cast, all for General U.S. 
Grant. On the first ballot for vice-pres- 
ident, Schuyler Colfax, of Indi: na, re- 
ceived 522 votes, ana was placed upon 
the ticket as a candidate for vice-presi- 
dent. On the 4th of July, 1868, the del- 
eyates of the democratic party met in 
New York tonominate candidates for 
president and vice-president. Hon. 
Horatio Seymour was selected as presi- 
dent of the convention. After the trans- 
action of the preliminary business, the 
voting commenced, with the following 
result : 
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George B. McClellan also received 
one vote on the twelfth ballot, and one- 
half vote on the twenty-first. Seymour 
received 4 votes on the nineteenth bal- 
lot; R. Johnson 84 on the first, 8 on the 
second, 11 on the third, 8 on the fourth 
and 93 on the fifth; Ewing 4 on the 
second, 1 on the third and 2 on the 
fourth; Chase 4 on the twelfth, thir- 
teenth, sixteenth, seventeenth and 
nineteenth, and 4 on the twenty-first; 
Hoffman 3 on the sixteenth, seven- 
teenth and eigthteenth, and 4 on the 
twenty-first, and Field 15 on the nine- 
teenth, 9 on the t“entieth and 8 on the 
twenty-first. 

On the twenty-second ballot all the 
states voted for Hon. Horatio Seymour, 
of New York, and he was declared the 
nominee of the convention for presi- 
dert. Gen. Frank P. Blair, of Missou- 
ri, was unanimously nominated for 
vice president. The national conven- 
tion of the liberal republican party of 
the United States, met in Cincinnati 
on the lst of May, 1872, and opened 
the presidential campaign of that year. 
After the adoption ofa platform of prin- 
ciples the roll of states was called, and 
the delegates balloted for a candidate 
for president. 
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Hon. Horace Greeley, on the an- 
nouncement of the vote, was declared 
the nominee of the convention for pres- 
ident.. On the second ballot, B. Gratz 
Brown, of Missouri, was selected for 
vice president by a vote of 435 to 261. 
The republican national convention of 
1872 assen bled in Philadelphia on the 
5th of June. Hon, Morton McMichael 
was chosen as temporary chairman, 
and Hon. Thomas Settle, of North Car- 
glina, as permanent president. On 
the first vote Ulysses S. Grant received 
720 votes, the entire votes of all the 
states and territories in the union. 
For vice president Hon. Henry Wilson, 
of Massachusetts, was nominated over 
Hon. Schuyler Colfax, on the second

Fr’ cDufiies Brag Oats. 
McDuffie Journal. 

About the first of November last, I 
set apart and had our county survey- 
or measure off just four acres of land. 
My object was to enclose it to raise bar- 
| for pasturing m« stock. I conclua- 
ed to try first one crop of oats. I be- 
gan by broadcasting 360 bushels of 
cotton seed; then sowed »ine and a 
halt bushels of red rust-proof oats, 
powed all under together, with a 
common one-horse turn plow, and left 
them to grow,which they did vigorously 
from the beginning. They soon attract- 
ed the attention of my neighbors, and 
all passers-by; and now, since they are 
harvested, I have thought it would be 
well to publish the amount gathered 
from the lot in your valuable paper. 

In order to ascertain as near as possi- 
ble how much the lot produced, without 
measuring it all, I had Professor N.-E. 
Ware to measure off one acre through 
the centre of the lot. I then invited 
Uncle Vince Reese, Hon. Jobn H Scott, 
and H. McCorkle to be present and 
superintend the weighing and measur@ 
ing. These gentlemen began by weigh 
ing, on Fairbanks’ scales, the sheaf oats. 
from the acre, amounting te %,440[ 
pounds. They then weighed two lots 
of 100 pounds each and had them 
threshed out. The average was 37 J-4 
pounds per hundred, or 75 1-8 bushels 
per acre. 

The superintendents put the cost of 
raising thus: cotton seed $36; labor, 
seeding, harvesting and housing, $16; 
total, $52, or $13 per acre. 

This land was cultivated by my father 
about fiftv years ago; since abandoned 
LO grow up in pines. Nine yesrs ago | 
began, taking it up from the wilds, and 
from time to time since, have taken 
in the entire lot. Cultivated it regu- 
larly in cotton except one year, when 
it was sown in wheat; have never used 
a pound of commercial fertilizers on 
the lot, but have applied annually 
from the barnyard or cotton seed. The 
soil is a stiff clav land. 

It is proper to s:ate that the present, 
Oat crop was considerably injured by’ 
the severecold weather in March. so 
much so that there were spots that 
— startfrom the ground after the 
COid, 

lam satisfied that if the land had 
heen thoroughly broken and subsoiled, 
the vield would have been twenty per 
cent. greater. 

Now, from this showing we have es- 
timated the grain worth $ .00 per bush- 
el, $248 net profit from the lot or $62 
per acre. Can we do so well with cot- 
ten even at fifteen cents per pound? [ 
think not. Then, Messrs. Editors, con- 
tinue as you have done to stir up the 
minds of the farmers to plant 
cats, and away with the “all cotton and 
starvation” policy. Most respectfully 
yours, Wo.

him. The more the mind dwells upon 
the subject, the more it is perplexed 
and saddened. A _ sensitive temperament 
attended to morbidness, and accustomed 
to dwell in a fancy:ealm of gloom and melan- 
choly and feeding upon itself—though when 
with others seemingly bright and gay—may 
have reached that stage of exaltation and de- 
pression that life became valueless in compari- 
son with the sweet rest and peace of never end- 
ing eternity. Sucha feeling may be imagined, 
uot described.

Agricultural Department Report. 


WasuineTton, June 15.—The June returns of 
the department of agriculture indicate a slight re- 
duction of area in cotton; comparatively late 
planting; good stands except in cases of too early 
planting or inundation, a growth not up to the 
average, nor the season healthy; and improving 
condition and clean culture, with exceptions 
caused by heavy rains that stimulate the growth 
and prevent working. The largest local reduction 
of area has been in Louisiana caused by overflow 
and wet weather in the planting season. The 
next largest is Tennessee, where the season has 
been cold and wet in certain districts. In Texas 
there has been an effort to substitute corn for 
cotton, but in one fourth of the counties there has 
been a positive increase, and in nearly half of the 
remainder no decrease, while the enlargement of 
the total area of arable crops is rapidly increasing. 
The figures for acreage are as follows: North 
Carolina 98; South Carolina 79; Georgia 94; Flori- 
da 89; Alabama 100; Mississippi 89; Texas 100; 
Arkansas 100; Tennessee 95. The reduction is 
equivalent to about 3 per cent. In Virginia and 
North Carolina there is some complsint of bad 
stands and small growth from cold night-, though 
the plants are healthy and culture generally clean. 
Late planting promises well. In South Carolina 
early seeding has been productive of poor stands; 
the condition averages very high. In Georgia 
seasonable rains, fine weather for work, and 
abundant labor have been very favorable; 
drought in time of planting has affected cultiva- 
tion unfavorably. In Fiorida stands are generally 
guod. In Mississippi and Alabama the plants are 
healthy though small, In Louisiana overflows 
have seriously iujured the crop in exposed loca- 
tions. Drought in some parts of Texas has been 
injurious. The plant is looking well in Arkansas 
and Tennessee, except in places injured by ex- 
cessive rains or inundations. The condition of 
the several states is as follows: North Carolina 
101; South Carolina 98; Georgia 103; Florida 82; 
Alabama 94; Mississippi 92; Louisiana 89; Texas 
90; Arkansas 95; Tennessee 93.
